Wire-strike systems of the wire cutter active type. 

2. Prior Art 

The document US-A-4 407 467 (EMIGH ET AL) is considered to be the closest Prior 
Art, disclosing a pyrotechnically actuated active mechanical wire-strike system (See 
abstract and figures). Note that this system already provides operation capability 
independently of the aircraft speed; compared to the "only" mechanical knife-type 

wSKT lch require a certain aircraft speed t0 be effective (see as an example 

3. Objective Problem 

Simplify the system and eliminate the need for explosive (pyrotechnic) devices for 
such an active wire-cutter. 

4. Solution 

(See % 9a) The wire cutter includes at least one pair of electrodes (5, 6), electrically 
insulated from each other and connected to a power source (11) capable of 
generating an electrical potential difference between the electrodes (5 6) and in the 
event of a wire-strike, supply a short circuit current flow through a portion of said wire 
connecting both electrodes. 

This solution remains unknown from and is not rendered obvious by the available 
prior art. Therefore claims 1-28 meet the requirements of Articles 33 (2) and (3) PCT.
